COMPLAINT AND JURY DEMAND 


Plaintiff Comtech EF Data Corporation ("Comtech"), brings this complaint for patent 
infringement against defendant Paradise Datacom, LLC ("Paradise"), and alleges as follows: 

PARTIES 

1 . Plaintiff Comtech is a corporation incorporated under the laws; of the State of 
Delaware, having its principal place of business at 2114 West 7 th Street, Tempe, Arizona 85281. 
Comtech, a subsidiary of Comtech Telecommunications Corporation, develops innovative and 
market-leading satellite communications products and equipment deployed i n commercial and 
government applications around the world.

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COUNT I.

8. Defendant Paradise has infringed and is continuing to infringe, directly 

| contributorily and/or by inducement, one or more claims of the ' 1 88 patent in violation of 35 
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U.S.C. § 271, and is still doing so by making, selling, and/or offering for sale, one or more 
satellite communications products manufactured, designed and/or sold by Paradise, including 
Paradise's PD25 series moderns, and will continue to do so unless enjoined by this Court. 

9. Upon information and belief, Paradise had actual knowledge of the ' 1 88 patent 
prior to engaging in its infringing activity, Paradise's infringement of the 4 1 88 patent is willful 
and deliberate. 

1 0. Comtech has been and continues to be damaged by the infringement. 

1 1 . Comtech has and continues to incur irreparable harm that can only be fully 
redressed by injunctive relief pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 283. 

12. Comtech is entitled to treble damages, attorneys fees and costs pursuant to 35 
U.S.C. §§ 284 and 285. 

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 
WHEREFORE, Comtech prays for: 

a. A finding by this Court that Paradise has infringed the 4 1 88 patent. 

b. An injunction under 35 U.S.C. § 283 preliminarily and permanently 
enjoining and restraining Paradise, its officers, managers, members, agents, parents, subsidiaries, 
principals, successors in interest, and those acting in concert with it from directly or indirectly 
infringing, inducing, or contributing to the infringement of the ' 1 88 patent 

c. An order requiring Paradise to account to Comtech for all the gains, 
profits and advantages realized from its infringement of the 4 1 88 patent. 

d. An award to Comtech of damages adequate to compensate for the 
infringement of Paradise, including lost profits of Comtech, but in no event less than a 
reasonable royalty under 35 U.S.C. §284. 

e. An award of treble damages for the willful infringement of the ' 1 88 patent 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 284. 

£ An award of attorney fees, costs, and expenses incurred in connection with
